Terror in 
Nice puts 
capital on 
high alert 


Mayor pledges security review

AS a top security expert warned 
that the Nice truck attack could 
be copied in London, Mayor Sadiq 
Khan has ordered an urgent ter¬ 
ror review to determine whether 
more steel and concrete car-bomb 
barriers need to be put in key 
areas around the capital. 

Police and security experts 
have been told to investigate 
whether barriers like those along 
Whitehall and outside Parliament 
now need to installed around the 
city which could be at risk of a 


similar attack to the truck terror 
atrocity which killed 84 people in 
France last week. 

After declaring that the capital 
would “stand united” with France 
and insisting that the “poisonous 
and twisted” IS terrorists would 
be defeated, Mayor Khan said: “I 
reassure all Londoners that we 
are reviewing our own safety 
measures in light of this attack 
and that I and the Metropolitan 
Police Commissioner will do 
everything possible to keep Lon¬ 
doners safe.”

Footballers 
for unity to 
meet Obama 

TUFF FC, London's acclaimed gang- 
busting teenage footballers, are to fly 
to The White House next month as 
ambassadors to help President 
Obama try to bring peace to the 
streets of America, writes Geoff Baker. 

And the young soccer stars are also 
asking for a meeting with presidential 
candidate Donald Trump, "so that 
maybe we can melt his heart". 

Thirty players from The Unity of 
Faiths Foundation's highly successful 
scheme to turn teenagers away from 
gang culture and the risk of 
radicalisation by turning them onto 
football instead, have been invited to 
the White House by President Obama, 
who wants them to brief him on how 
the scheme could be rolled out across 
the USA. 

But the charity is urgently 
appealing to Londoners to help fund 
the crucial street peace mission 
which could help the President tackle 
the crime wave caused by 
Washington DC's 180 gangs. 

The Foundation has been given 
£5,000 towards the cost of the trip by 
a TV company which is currently 
filming the success story of the TUFF 
FC players, who last month won the 
backing of The Pope, who agreed to 
become their patron when they met 
him at The Vatican. 

But they need around £19,000 
more in order to afford flights and 
hotel rooms for the squad of young 
ambassadors. 

"We've got to find the money fast 
because we've been invited to The 
White House in the last week of 
August,"said Dr ShamenderTalwar, 
co-founder of the Kensington-based 
charity. 

"We are desperately hoping that a 
benefactor or organisations will step 
up to help us with this crucial street 
peace mission. It would be a godsend 
if an airline or a hotel group could 
also help us out because this trip is so 
very important. 

"The TUFF FC project has had great

While the Bush is closed dur¬ 
ing the renovation, Madani says 
the theatre’s temporary switch to 
premises on the Edward Woods 
estate has fuelled a desire to 
reach out to the community and 
create new work inspired by local 
people. 

“We have learned something 
new every day just by being in 
and amongst the community,” he 
says. 

“This Place We Know was a 
project we felt was really impor¬ 
tant in terms of a narrative for 
us. We wanted all of our shows 
to take place in the Shepherd’s 
Bush or west London area and 
we’ve invited writers who we feel 
reflect the diversity of the com¬ 
munities that surround us. 

“Actually by taking our work 
into these spaces we will be pro¬ 
ducing our work in a very differ¬ 
ent way, a way that gives a dif¬ 
ferent sense of what theatre can 
be and how theatre can exist in 
these found spaces.” 

As a boy Madani was inspired 
by his mother, an English 
teacher, who filled the family 
home with books by African- 
American and West Indian writ¬ 
ers. 

But like no other medium, he 
says, theatre has the ability to 
capture the poetry of our every¬ 
day lives. 

“From a very young age I ap¬ 
preciated the power of the word, 
and just how powerful new writ¬ 
ing and new stories could be on 
stage in front of an audience, and 
what that union feels like. I still 
believe there is no other art form 
that gives you that shared expe¬ 
rience.”

THE architect of a multi-million 
pound redevelopment at one of 
west London’s premier theatres 
says the creative arts can show 
“the best of who we are” at a time 
of political turbulence and divi¬ 
sion. 

Madani Younis is steering the 
Bush Theatre through an ambi¬ 
tious revamp - the biggest in its 
43-year history - as it seeks to ce¬ 
ment its place among the capi¬ 
tal’s elite venues. 

Ahead of its scheduled re¬ 
launch in early 2017, the theatre’s 
artistic director says the 
Uxbridge Road venue has an ex¬ 
citing future in store, with an ex¬ 
tra studio space and expanded 
garden in the pipeline. 

But he believes the performing 
arts have an even more impor¬ 
tant role to play after the curtain 
goes down. 

“We’ve seen a 500 per cent in¬ 
crease in racist attacks post- 
Brexit. In many ways that is such 
a tragedy because the greatest 
part of living and working in 
Shepherd’s Bush is the diver¬ 
sity,” he says. 

“This is what makes the area 
so special and, artistically, this 
is why the work feels so rich 
across all art forms.” 

While the £4 million revamp is 
likely to boost the theatre’s com¬ 
mercial prospects and attract a 
whole new generation of audi¬ 
ences, it is the Bush’s potential 
to champion its community that 
drives Madani. 

“My real success over the next 
few years will be making that 
building feel like it stands up for 
the community of Shepherd’s 
Bush,” he adds. 

“With the political climate be¬ 
ing what it is, I think it’s impor¬ 
tant that our cultural [venues] 
speak of the stories that we are 
not seeing represented across the 
medium more widely.” 

Five months into the build and 
the new-look theatre is already 
beginning to take shape. 

The Bush has achieved around 
90 per cent of its target fundrais¬ 
ing figure to cover the cost of the 
renovation and has made a com¬ 
mitment to locking prices at an 
accessible level for 20 per cent of 
all tickets. 

For Madani, ensuring that the

theatre is a home from home for 
local people is the driving force 
behind the project. 

“Doing this season of work is 
a reflection of the belief that our 
work should be met by our com¬ 
munity,” he adds. “For many 
years we asked people to come to 
us. But I think for the first time 
we are going out in a very direct 
way into the community and that 
really excites me because the re¬ 
lationship we have with our au¬ 
diences should feel intimate.” 

Madani was born in Watford 
to a Trinidadian mother and a 
Pakistani father - and was raised 
in a family that was part Chris¬ 
tian and part Muslim. 

After journeying to Southamp¬ 
ton and Birmingham to study 


film and then moving to Leeds 
and Bradford to pursue his ca¬ 
reer, he returned to his London 
roots in 2012 to take over as artis¬ 
tic director at the Bush. 

Under his guidance, the the¬ 
atre is staging a new wave of 
plays inspired by the cultural di¬ 
versity of the Uxbridge Road - 
one of Europe’s most vibrant 
communities in terms of the 
number of languages spoken. 

This Place We Know brings to¬ 
gether six writers with a connec¬ 
tion to the Shepherd’s Bush area 
for a series of original pieces per¬ 
formed live in ‘found’ venues 
along the Uxbridge Road, includ¬ 
ing Defector’s Weld, St Stephen’s 
Church and the Nubian Life Re¬ 
source Centre.

success in turning kids away 
from gangs in London and that's 
why President Obama wants to 
meet our players. This isn't any 
old meet and greet, the 
President genuinely wants to 
learn first-hand from the kids 
how America could take up the 
project. 

"The gang problem in the USA 
is a big problem, the FBI 
estimates that there are some 
33,000 gangs in the States. The 
example of TUFF FC cannot solve 
that problem overnight but the 
publicity that this trip could 
generate could plant an 
inspirational seed in the minds 
of teenagers who are at risk to 
the perils of gang culture." 

Ms Anna Prior, co-founder of 
the project, added:"TUFF FC has 
worked in London and it would 
work in Washington DC and all 
across the States, President 
Obama can see that. 

"There has been much strife 
on the streets of America 
recently, we have all seen that. 

An American version of our 
scheme could help work towards 
easing some of that tension and 
violence. America is looking for a 
better way and TUFF FC could 
help it find a new direction." 

Besides winning the support 
of The Pope, the TUFF project 
has also been acclaimed as a 
street peace-bringer by the EU 
Parliament and by David 
Cameron - and now the young 
multi-culture footballers want to 
tackle Donald Trump too. 

"The players realise the 
importance of this Washington 
visit and they are taking their 
responsibility very seriously," said 
Ms Prior. 

"Last week they asked us if it 
would be possible to set up a 
meeting with Donald Trump so 
that, in their words,'we can offer 
him a hand of friendship and 
possibly melt his heart'. 

"They said, 'maybe, just 
maybe, we can change his 
mindset and show him that 
although we are all of different 
backgrounds, faiths and cultures, 
we are all human'." 

DrTalwaradded:"We will be 
seeking a meeting with Mr 
Trump and with Hillary Clinton 
as one of them will soon hold 
the future of the world in his or 
her hands. 

"The TUFF scheme is very 
much a part of that future 
because it demonstrably works. 
In London we have guys who 
have left gangs to join our 
football teams. This time last 
year two of our guys were in rival 
gangs, one in an Afghani gang 
and the other in a white gang, 
but now they play together in a 
football team. 

"Our teams have had great 
success and have won London 
leagues but going to 
Washington will be our toughest 
match yet. There is a big dream 
at stake, if we can make it a 
reality it could start to change 
the world. We are just hoping 
that somebody out there will 
share the dream and help us 
make it to this key soccer 
summit with the President."

Doctors 5 surgeries are 
in ‘state of emergency 5

WORKFORCE shortages at 
GP practices across London 
have put doctors’ surgeries 
in “a state of emergency” as 
more than 30 are facing clo¬ 
sure and medical chiefs are 
warning that staff “are at 
breaking point”. 

Three GP practices in 
Kensington and Chelsea and 
two in Westminster are ei¬ 
ther considering closing to 
manage current or future 
vacancies, or terminating 
their contract. 

The capital’s entire health 
system is set to be hit hard 
as half of London GP prac¬ 
tices have a vacancy, two- 
fifths expect a GP to retire 
in the next three years and 
35 practices are planning to 
terminating their contract 
or considering closure, a 
shock survey has revealed. 

As the workforce crum¬ 
bles in the face of staff short¬ 
ages, Dr Michelle Drage, 
Chief Executive of London¬ 
wide Local Medical Commit¬ 
tees [LMCs], has warned 
that general practice in Lon¬ 
don faces “a dire situation” 
that will affect hundreds of 
thousands of Londoners. 

Following a survey of 27 
local medical committees 
and 1,317 GP practices, Dr 
Drage said: “London is in a 
state of emergency. Half of 
London’s general practices 


are short of a key member 
of staff and more than a 
third are missing at least 
one GP. 

“Whilst the remaining 
GPs, practice nurses and 
their teams are working flat 
out to fill in the gaps, they’re 
at breaking point and need 
help to deal with the grow¬ 
ing complexity of London’s 
health needs. 

“Without increased sup¬ 
port, the future of commu¬ 
nity general practice looks 
decidedly gloomy: deliver¬ 
ing current service with 
fewer staff is unsustainable 
and unsafe in the long term, 
let alone stretching to an ex¬ 
tended seven-day services. 

“The Government’s prom¬ 
ised influx of 5,000 new GPs 
has already been watered 
down and seems less and 
less likely with every day 
that passes. As we near Oc¬ 
tober 2016, the point at 
which the NHS Five Year 
Forward View aspired to 
stabilise funding for general 
practice, the situation is still 
dire. 

“The Forward View 
claimed to tackle retention 
and recruitment and intro¬ 
duce stability, but with our 
survey showing more GPs 
leaving the profession 
month on month; increasing 
vacancies for GPs and key 
staff across every part of the 
capital; and a steady rise in 
the number of practice clo¬ 


sures, it is clear the plan is 
not working. 

“Our general practices 
are the backbone of the 
NHS - providing for 90 per 
cent of patients’ needs on a 
paltry eight per cent of its 
budget - and falling. To se¬ 
cure the future of general 
practice for the citizens of 
London we need more re¬ 
source and more support. 

“And we need it now, be¬ 
fore it is too late.” 

The survey revealed that 
half of GP practices have va¬ 
cancies, two fifths have a GP 
retiring and one fifth have 
both. The survey found: 

■ 49 per cent, or 305, re¬ 
sponding practices have a 
vacancy for a member of 
staff, with a combined pa¬ 
tient list of 2,688,018 patients. 

■ 37 per cent, or 234, re¬ 
sponding practices have a 
GP vacancy. 

■ 43 per cent, or 269, re¬ 
sponding practices have a 
GP planning to retire in the 
next three years. 

■ 22 per cent, or 141, re¬ 
sponding practices have 
both a vacancy and a GP 
planning to retire in the 
next three years, affecting 
1,241,002 registered patients. 

Contract termination sta¬ 
tistics revealed by the sur¬ 
vey are: 

■ Three per cent of respond¬ 
ing practices, covering an 
estimated 88,000 patients, 
plan to terminate their con¬ 


tract to provide NHS serv¬ 
ices in the next three years. 

■ 13 per cent of responding 
practices, covering an esti¬ 
mated 580,058 patients, do 
not know if they will termi¬ 
nate their contract in the 
next three years. 

■ 15 per cent of responding 
practices, covering an esti¬ 
mated 753,215 patients, will 
not rule out terminating 
their contract in the next 
three years. 

■ Only 70 per cent of re¬ 
sponding practices, cover¬ 
ing an estimated 3,798442 pa¬ 
tients, say they do not 
intend to terminate their 
NHS contract in the next 
three years. 

Actions practices are con¬ 
sidering to manage current 
or future vacancies: 

■ 39 per cent of practices 
are considering employing 
additional locum or agency 
staff. 

■ 31 per cent of practices are 
considering succession plan¬ 
ning 

■ 17 per cent of practices are 
considering employing a 
pharmacist 

■ 15 per cent of practices are 
considering reducing serv¬ 
ices 

■ Combined, 35 practices 
are either considering clos¬ 
ing to manage current or fu¬ 
ture vacancies, or terminat¬ 
ing their contract per cent 
of practices are considering 
closing 


Hospital bids 
to calm fears 
over heart ops 

CHELSEA'S Royal Brompton 
Hospital has moved firmly to 
calm patients'fears following an 
"irrational and reckless" 
announcement by NHS England 
that congenital heart operations 
at the world-renowned centre 
could be stopped. 

Hospital chiefs have promised 
"full and frank discussions" with 
NHS England as they fight the 
highly-controversial proposal 
which has alarmed patients and 
families who have deluged the 
Royal Brompton with frightened 
calls. 

NHS England has proposed 
stopping congenital heart 
surgery operations at the Royal 
Brompton as part of a nationwide 
reduction intended to improve 
safety by ensuring that surgeons 
operate on at least 125 patients 
each a year. 

The Brompton performed 512 
congenital heart disease 
operations and 544 catheter 
procedures on children and 
adults in 2014/15, more than any 
of the 12 other NHS trusts 
performing such work. 

The annual Nicor study from 
University College London found 
the Brompton was second only to 
Great Ormond Street Hospital for 
the best survival rates, with 98.3 
per cent of patients alive 30 days 
after the procedure. 

A hospital spokesman said: 
"Since NHS England made its 
announcement, our clinical 
teams have been inundated with 
calls from patients and parents 
who are panicked by the idea 
that their care may be relocated 
to another, unnamed hospital. 

"They are unable to 
understand how a centre that is 
the biggest and one of the best 
performing would be threatened 
in this way. We have reassured 
them that, as ever, we will do 
everything in our power to 
protect them now and in the 
future." 

Robert Craig, chief operating 
officer at Royal Brompton & 
Harefield NHS Foundation Trust, 
has issued a hard-hitting 
statement in response to NHS 
England's announcement. 

Mr Craig said: "We find NHS 
England's stated intention 
extraordinary. We are, however, 
reassured to see that the idea of 
removing congenital heart 
disease services from Royal 
Brompton is'subject to 
consultation with relevant Trusts 
and, if appropriate, the wider 
public'. We fail to see how any 
logical review of the facts will 
come to the same conclusion as 
this panel. 

"While we understand the 
motivation of commissioners to 
show progress is being made 
with congenital heart disease 
services, threatening to withdraw 
services from one of the largest 
and most successful centres in 
the country seems an absurd 
approach. 

"Teams at Royal Brompton 
Hospital carried out more 
congenital heart disease (CHD) 
procedures last year than any 
other centre in the country. 

"For the past ten years, our 
experts have undertaken over 
500 congenital surgical 
operations each year - paediatric 
and adult - and during this time 
our results have met or exceeded 
all the standards defined by the 
regulators. Since 2009 we have 
consistently been one of the five 
best-performing centres in terms 
of mortality rates. 

"We are very concerned about 
where alternative capacity in 
other hospitals could be found if 
this ill-conceived proposal were 
to proceed and are surprised that 
this information has not been 
made available already." 
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Local people support 700 
pupils on path to success 


Angela McConvi lie. West way 
Trust Chief Executive, reflects 
on the support that local people 
provide to the Trust's education 
programmes 

W ITHOUT local people giv¬ 
ing up their time to sup¬ 
port us, much of what we 
do here at Westway Trust would 
be impossible. 

Sixty local people gave more 
than 3,500 hours of their time to 
support West way Trust’s adult 
learning programmes during the 
last year and that’s not to men¬ 
tion the amount of time given to 
gardening, events, childcare and 
the terrific supplementary 
schools we support. 

Last week, as the learning year 
came to a close, we held a celebra¬ 
tion for volunteers at the West- 
bank Gallery on Thorpe Close 
and I want to take this opportu¬ 
nity to thank them again for their 
support. 

One of the main areas where 
local support is needed is in sup¬ 
plementary schools - out-of-school 
classes run by local charities and 
voluntary organisations that pro¬ 
vide extra help to targeted groups 
of schoolchildren. 

Where pupils’ first language 
isn’t English the classes can be 
taught in their mother tongue. 
This small change, removing the 
need to learn while keeping up 
with a language they are also 
learning, can remove barriers to 
educational achievement and 
keep the pupils in touch with 
their cultural roots. With the 
leadership and support of local 
people giving their time for free, 
nearly 700 students were able to 
attend local supplementary 
schools last year. The supplemen¬ 
tary schools themselves aren’t op¬ 
erated by Westway Trust but by 
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independent co-ordinators, some 
of whom have been running their 
schools for decades and volun¬ 
teers are vital to Westway Trust’s 
ability to coordinate the network 
of schools and provide them with 
the support and training they 
need. 

The support of local people is 
also vital to our adult learning 
classes. The programme goes 
from strength to strength and this 
year it was awarded ‘the matrix 
Standard’, an industry quality 
mark, recognising the quality of 
our information, advice and guid¬ 
ance. 

Voluntary support came in the 
form of teaching assistants, small 
group tutors, and administrative 
support. As well as helping West¬ 
way Trust to run more classes 
and provide more support in 
classrooms volunteers also bring 
in expertise of their own. They’ve 
passed on skills like embroidery 
and IT to learners and other vol¬ 
unteers and use their knowledge 
to support things like our regular 
newsletter which is published by 
volunteers, and importantly 
speak to learners in their own 
language. 

As well as simply wanting to 


give something back to the com¬ 
munity many of the volunteers 
who come to us do so because 
they are thinking about a career 
in teaching, either because they 
worked in the field before they 
came to the UK and want to see 
how their skills transfer, or be¬ 
cause they’re considering a 
change of direction and want to 
try out teaching. 

Hakima, a volunteer who came 
to the UK from Morocco, said that 
she has found that volunteering 
has improved her skills and 
helped her achieve her goals. 

We’re able to support volunteers 
by offering accredited teaching 
assistant qualifications. This year 
we also used a grant from the 
Royal Borough of Kensington and 
Chelsea to set up three ‘champi¬ 
ons’ projects. 

The Safeguarding Champions 
took an accredited course for 
those working with learners and 
helped them to support teachers 
in keeping children safe.

Crossrail blast 
for celebrities 


CELEBRITIES of Chelsea have 
been warned that they and 
other residents will be “cursed 
for decades” if they help block 
the building of a Crossrail sta¬ 
tion in the King’s Road, writes 
Geoff Baker. 

Actors Felicity Kendal, 
Cherie Lunghi and Trevor Eve, 
rock star Mark Knopfler and 
others backing the campaign 
against the rail link have been 
cautioned that their children 
will “pay the price” if the star- 
supported “Chexit” forces an 
opt out of Crossrail 2. 

In a blunt message to 
Chelsea’s rich and famous, 
councillor Robert Atkinson, 
leader of the Labour Group on 
the Kensington and Chelsea 
Royal Borough Council, says it 
would be “a disaster” for future 
generations if the proposed £1 
billion station is not built and 
he accuses the No Crossrail 
campaigners of mounting a 
new Project Fear. 

Following a report by Trans¬ 
port for London which spells 
out the local benefits of the pro¬ 
posed station, councillor Atkin¬ 
son has issued an open letter 
to the residents of Chelsea, ap¬ 
pealing to them not to repeat 
the controversial Brexit move 
which has thrown the capital 
into uproar and gloom. 

Councillor Atkinson warns 
that the Chelsea Crossrail de¬ 
bate, which has pitched hun¬ 
dreds of residents against the 
council and TfL, has now 
“turned very ugly and has in¬ 
creasingly been characterised 
by lies and scaremongering sto¬ 
ries”. 

In an unusual alliance with 
the council’s Conservative 
leader, councillor Nick Paget- 
Brown - himself no fan of the 
celebrity-backed No Crossrail 
campaign - councillor Atkin¬ 
son is calling on the Chelsea 
wealthy to consider the needs 
of the less well-off for whom he 
says a Crossrail station in the 
King’s Road would provide 
benefits. 

“The public debate about the 
provision of a Crossrail station 
in Chelsea has striking paral¬ 
lels with the appalling refer¬ 
endum campaign and if we are 
not very careful it could have 
an equally disastrous outcome 
for the interests of the people 
of Chelsea,” writes councillor 
Atkinson. 

“The local debate has re¬ 
cently turned very ugly and 
has increasingly been charac¬ 
terised by lies and scare mon- 
gering stories - indeed it is no 
exaggeration to say that 
Chelsea has been subjected to 
its own ‘Project Fear’. 

“If we now lose out on the 
opportunities and benefits of 
the now happily-amended 
scheme and turn our backs on 
a station, just as we have the 
European Union, there will be 
no second chance and our chil¬ 
dren and future generations 
will curse us for decades for 
taking an easy choice while 
leaving them to pay the price. 

“RBKC council has an obli¬ 
gation to plan for the future 
and for the wider interests of 
our community and support a 
station in Chelsea, I mean 
wider in both the geographical 
and the social sense. 

“Bluntly the comfortable of 
SW3 need to think more care¬ 
fully of the benefits that this 
station will bring to West 
Chelsea and to those who travel 
into the area for work or 
leisure, and less of their unjus¬ 
tified fears of potential incon¬ 
veniences for East Chelsea. 

“It is a romantic myth to 
style Chelsea as a ‘village’. Vil¬ 


lages do not have Marks & 
Spencer, GAP and internation¬ 
ally-important museums. Nor 
do ‘villages’ have three major 
hospital complexes within 
them accompanied by the traf¬ 
fic that they generate. 

“The residential streets of 
Chelsea are beautiful and this 
council’s conservation policies 
will help them to remain so. 
But in the real world Chelsea 
is plagued by slow-moving traf¬ 
fic which damages the environ¬ 
ment and the health of our res¬ 
idents. 

“It is also a place of work, 
shopping and entertainment 
for tens of thousands of Lon¬ 
doners and this council also 
has obligations to the places of 
business, employment and 
wealth generation of the Kings 
Road and to the “public trans¬ 
port desert’ of West Chelsea 

“Public transport, especially 
in West Chelsea, is actually 
very poor and is certainly fail¬ 
ing to cope with rising demand 
and those of us who have to get 
up in the morning to get to 
work find it to be both excruci¬ 
atingly slow and massively 
overcrowded.” 

Last week Transport for Lon¬ 
don published its response to 
the key issues raised in the re¬ 
cent Crossrail 2 consultation 
and the report comes down 
firmly in favour of a station in 
Chelsea. 

The report states: “The cur¬ 
rently proposed alignment at 
the King’s Road strikes a bal¬ 
ance between relieving existing 
London Underground and Na¬ 
tional Rail services and serv¬ 
ing those areas that will re¬ 
quire additional transport 
capacity in the 2030s. 

“A Crossrail 2 station in 
Chelsea would improve com¬ 
munity access to rail-based 
public transport in an area 
where current service levels 
are low in comparison to simi¬ 
lar inner London locations. It 
would also improve connectiv¬ 
ity to the Royal Brompton and 
Royal Marsden hospitals and 
provide access to the existing 
retail and commercial develop¬ 
ments along King’s Road.” 

TfL’s interim response 
makes a number of key points 
relating to the proposed station 
in Chelsea which directly ad¬ 
dresses many of the concerns 
raised during the consultation 
and will provide reassurance 
to local people. These include: 

■ The King’s Road will not be 
closed during construction - 
CR2 confirmed the King’s Road 
would not be closed during the 
construction of CR2. 

■ Imperial Wharf is not a vi¬ 
able option - The report states 
a Crossrail 2 station at Imperial 
Wharf has been considered but 
analysis found that the case for 
the King’s Road is stronger. 

■ A new station would im¬ 
prove access to an area which 
is underserved by public trans¬ 
port - The report acknowledges 
a Crossrail 2 station in Chelsea 
would improve community ac¬ 
cess to rail-based public trans¬ 
port in an area where current 
service levels are low in com¬ 
parison to similar inner Lon¬ 
don locations and that the area 
will require additional trans¬ 
port capacity by the 2030s. 

■ A new station on the King’s 
Road would ease overcrowding 
at existing stations - A Cross¬ 
rail 2 station in Chelsea would 
reduce crowding at Sloane 
Square and South Kensington, 
as well as improve access to 
rail services in an area where 
it is currently poor compared 
to similar inner London loca¬ 
tions. 
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March and rally defies forces of hate

DEFIANT Londoners con¬ 
demned the “dark forces” of 
intolerance and discrimina¬ 
tion as thousands marched 
through the streets of Ham¬ 
mersmith in a powerful 
demonstration of unity fol¬ 
lowing a string of racist at¬ 
tacks. 

People from all corners of 
the community waved ban¬ 
ners and placards as they 
marched from Shepherd’s 
Bush Green to Ravenscourt 
Park on Sunday before join¬ 
ing a rally celebrating the 
borough’s cultural diversity. 

The ‘Unity Day’ followed a 
series of racist and xenopho¬ 
bic incidents sparked by last 
month’s vote to leave the Eu¬ 
ropean Union. 

Hammersmith became the 
focal point of the surge in 
hate crime after the Polish 
centre in King Street was 
painted with offensive graffiti 
days after the referendum. 

It was a very different pic¬ 
ture in Ravenscourt Park, 
however, as marchers united 
to reject the abuse aimed at 
religious, ethnic and cultural 
minorities. 

Wiktor Moszczynski, a 
committee member at the Pol¬ 
ish Social and Cultural Asso¬ 
ciation, was among several 
community leaders who 
spoke out against intolerance 
during the event. 

“The outrageous slogan 
that was reproduced was a 
painful shock not only for 
Poles but for local residents 
in Hammersmith,” he said. 

“But what happened to us 
was not an isolated incident. 
The Brexit vote seemed to 
have released in some Leave 
voters a sense of empower¬ 
ment to isolate and intimi¬ 
date. 

“What we must recognise 
is that this is not just aimed 
at Poles in the community but 
at all religious and ethnic mi¬ 
norities. Whatever our na¬ 
tionality, race or religion we 
must not let them divide us.” 

Hammersmith and Fulham 
council organised the Unity 
Day celebration following a 
reported 500 per cent increase 
in hate crime nationally since 
the referendum. 

Council leader Stephen 
Cowan said people in Ham¬ 
mersmith had been among 
those targeted with vile 
abuse. 

“In recent weeks too many 
of our friends and neighbours 
have been confronted by

racist and xenophobic inci¬ 
dents: people asked why they 
are still here, told to go home, 
told we voted for you to leave 
and worse,” he said. “That is 
just not the country we are 
and it certainly is not the 
country we are going to be¬ 
come.” 

Cllr Cowan led the ‘march 
against racism’ as a proces¬ 
sion of hundreds walked from 
Shepherd’s Bush Green to 
Ravenscourt Park on Sunday 
morning. People carried signs 
reading ‘One Race Human 
Race’ and ‘Let’s All Feel At 
Home’ as they chanted ‘Hope 
Not Hate’. 

Hammersmith MP Andy 
Slaughter, who campaigned 
for Remain during the refer¬ 
endum, said the Leave vote 
had unleashed “dark forces”. 

“I know that people who 
commit such despicable acts 
are not only unrepresentative 
of the wider community but 
are a tiny minority,” he said. 

“But they have been em¬ 
boldened by the Brexit vote. 
They think their abhorrent 
views can now be freely ex¬ 
pressed as we see every day 
on social media as well as in 
the street and on public trans¬ 
port. So we have a job to do. 
The decent and often silent 
majority, the people who get 
on with their lives living in 
peace and harmony with 
their neighbours: now we 
have a duty to speak out. To 
speak out for what are true 
British values of internation¬ 
alism, of compassion and em¬ 
pathy that transcends na¬ 
tional borders.” 

The tone was one of cele¬ 
bration as speakers, includ¬ 
ing humanitarian cam¬ 
paigner Lord Alf Dubs, 
shared the stage with musi¬ 
cians and dancers from all 
corners of the borough. 

Councillor Sue Fennimore, 
the council’s cabinet member 
for social inclusion, under¬ 
lined the borough’s commit¬ 
ment to ensuring Hammer¬ 
smith and Fulham is a home 
for all cultures. 

“We live in challenging 
times but it is crucial that we 
treat each other with dignity 
and respect,” she added. 

“Whether you are young or 
old, black or white, straight, 
gay or transgender, whichever 
part of Hammersmith and Ful¬ 
ham you live in, work in or 
socialise in, this borough is 
your home. A home that is 
compassionate and caring, 
that is inclusive and safe and 
a home that will not tolerate 
hate and division.”

Mayor says: It’s not good enough to 
leave London’s EU citizens in limbo

LONDON Mayor Sadiq Khan 
is calling for the Prime Min¬ 
ister to promise that EU na¬ 
tionals now living in London 
can stay in the capital after 
Britain pulls out of Europe. 

In the wake of the referen¬ 
dum vote Mayor Khan met 
with ambassadors from 
across the continent last 
week to reassure them that 
EU nationals who live in the 
capital will always be wel¬ 
come. 

“London is home to around 
one million EU nationals, 
who make a huge contribu¬ 
tion to the city - working 
hard, paying taxes and play¬ 
ing a major role in civic and 
cultural life,” said the 
Mayor’s spokesman. 

“The Mayor told ambassa¬ 
dors and senior dignitaries 
representing the 10 European 
Union countries with the 
largest number of nationals 
living in London that they 
will continue to play a valu-

able role in the city. He also 
reassured ambassadors that, 
following the rise in reports 
of racist or xenophobic abuse 
in the capital since the EU 
referendum, he will not tol¬ 
erate hate crimes of any 
form, anywhere in London. 

“And he underlined his 
warning to Theresa May that 
she must not use the status 
of EU citizens in Britain as a 
bargaining chip in Brexit ne¬ 
gotiations.” 

Mayor Khan said: “I in¬ 
vited European Ambassadors 
based here to City Hall to 
send a crystal-clear message 
that all EU citizens living in 
London - who make a huge 


contribution to our city - are 
very welcome here. 

“It is simply not good 
enough to leave EU citizens 
in London in limbo. The ir¬ 
responsible position taken by 
some politicians has caused 
unnecessary uncertainty and 
anxiety amongst communi¬ 
ties in London - you cannot 
play politics with people’s 
lives. 

“London is still a decent 
and open-minded city and we 
will not stand for millions of 
Londoners being used as a 
bargaining tool. 

“I’m calling on Theresa 
May to say very clearly now 
that she will guarantee that 
EU citizens who were living 
here before the referendum 
can remain. 

“We must remember that 
we are talking about many 
mothers, fathers, grandmoth¬ 
ers and grandfathers of 
British children born and 
growing up in London. They 
are our neighbours, col¬ 
leagues and fellow London¬ 
ers - valued members of our 


local communities who make 
a vital contribution to our 
civil and cultural life. They 
deserve better. 

“I also wanted to reassure 
European Ambassadors that 
we are doing everything we 
can to stamp out the shocking 
rise in hate crime over the 
last few weeks. I’ve agreed 
with the police that we will 
have a zero-tolerance ap¬ 
proach to hate crime and the 
full force of the law will be 
used to catch and punish any 
perpetrators.” 

Enrique Ojeda, Charge 
d’Affaires, Embassy of Spain, 
said: “We welcome the 
Mayor’s initiative and will 
fully cooperate with him and 
all the national, regional and 
local authorities to ensure 
that no xenophobic actions 
are allowed. 

“London is a great city and 
thousands of Spaniards work 
or study here, being part of 
its vibrant community. They 
feel at home and that is how 
it should remain. Their well¬ 
being is a priority for the 


Spanish Embassy, and that’s 
why we are very grateful to 
the Mayor of London.” 

Dariusz taska, Deputy 
Head of Mission, Embassy of 
Poland, said: “We were 
shocked by the recent inci¬ 
dents of xenophobic abuse di¬ 
rected against the Polish com¬ 
munity and other EU 
nationals. We welcome the 
Mayor’s pledge to combat and 
prevent hate crime as well as 
to campaign for the right to 
remain for all EU nationals, 
including the 200,000 Poles 
who live and work in the cap¬ 
ital.” 

Pasquale Q. Terracciano, 
Ambassador of Italy, said: 
“Around 350,000 Italians live 
and work in London, con¬ 
tributing to the prosperity of 
this city.” 

Sylvie Bermann, Ambassa¬ 
dor of France, said: “I am 
grateful to the Mayor of Lon¬ 
don for signalling the very 
important contribution of Eu¬ 
ropean citizens to London, a 
contribution which would be 
very hard to replace.” 


Berry fights 
for renters 

A LEADING Green Party 
campaigner has launched a 
London-wide survey to find out 
more about the problems faced 
by private renters in the capital. 

London Assembly Member 
Sian Berry is polling Londoners 
on their difficulties with costs, 
contracts and letting agents, as 
well as maintenance and 
repairs. 

Ms Berry, who ran as the 
Green Party candidate for 
Mayor of London earlier this 
year, has floated the idea of 
creating a "union of tenants" 
working together to improve 
their rights. 

"My flat's toilet is never 
properly fixed by my landlord 
and has just broken again," she 
said. "I've shelled out more than 
half my pay in rent and lived in 
six different houses and flats 
since I moved to London. 

"If you are - or have ever 
been - a private renter in 
London, please take three 
minutes to fill in my Big Renters 
Survey. Tell me about your 
repair nightmares, how you 
have been treated by landlords 
and letting agents, and how 
you think a renters union could 
help."

Dumped pets 
holiday alert 

HEARTLESS pet owners are 
being urged not to dump their 
cats and dogs before jetting off 
on holiday this summer. 

The RSPCA warns that trips 
abroad are one of the main 
factors behind a surge in 
abandoned pets during the 
months of July and August. 

It is bracing itself for a peak in 
animal admissions over the 
next few weeks and has urged 
Londoners not to give up on 
their furry friends. 

A total of 770 abandoned 
animals were collected by the 
RSPCA in Greater London last 
year - although this was down 
by almost half compared to 
2014. 

RSPCA Superintendent 
Simon Osborne said: "If pet 
owners are going away on 
holiday we would urge them to 
make sure their pet is cared for 
by asking friends or family to 
care for them, call a pet-sitter or 
take them to a licensed 
boarding establishment." 

Showcase for 
migrant firms 

LONDON will host its first 
'Migrant Business Show' next 
week in a bid to boost the 
entrepreneurial prospects of 
foreign workers in the capital. 

The exhibition is being 
organised by Rafael dos Santos, 
a Brazilian property 
entrepreneur who left a job 
with Microsoft to move to 
London in 2002. Mr dos Santos 
said the lack of an established 
network and support funding 
were the key obstacles 
preventing migrants from 
starting businesses in the city. 

Dozens of entrepreneurs are 
expected to showcase their 
trades at the show, which takes 
place at the mi-HUB venue in 
Whitechapel next Wednesday, 
July 27. The venue, yet to be 
officially opened, will house 150 
desks in a refurbished office in 
Batty Street, close to Aldgate 
East station. 
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Terror review follows outrage in Nice

AS a top security expert has 
warned that the Nice truck 
attack is likely to be copied 
in London, Mayor Sadiq 
Khan has ordered an urgent 
terror review to determine 
whether more steel and con¬ 
crete car-bomb barriers need 
to be put in key areas around 
the capital. 

Police and security ex¬ 
perts have been told to inves¬ 
tigate whether barriers like 
those along Whitehall and 
outside Parliament now need 
to installed around the city 
which could be at risk of a 
similar attack to the truck 
terror atrocity which killed 
84 people in France last 
week. 

After declaring that the 
capital would “stand united” 
with France and insisting 
that the “poisonous and 
twisted” IS terrorists would 
be defeated, Mayor Khan 
said: “I reassure all London¬ 
ers that we are reviewing 
our own safety measures in 
light of this attack and that I 
and the Metropolitan Police 
Commissioner will do every¬ 
thing possible to keep Lon¬ 
doners safe.” 

A leading security analyst 
has warned that the attack 
in Nice, in which a French- 
Tunisian named as Mo- 
hamed Lahouaiej Bouhlel de¬ 
liberately drove a truck into 
crowds celebrating Bastille 
Day, is set to be copied in 
Britain. 

Raffaello Pantucci, inter¬ 
national security expert for 
the Royal United Services In¬ 
stitute, said the Nice attack 
is likely to inspire Islamist 
extremists to mount copycat 
attempts. 

He said: “If you think 
about the methodology of 
this attack it could easily 
happen in the UK. 

“What’s always very de¬ 
pressing about terrorist at¬ 
tacks is that after an ap¬ 
proach has proven to be so 
successful others will draw 
inspiration from it. 

“Now people need to think 
about this as a reality that 
may happen. This fact has al¬ 
ready been raised but we 
haven't seen it succeed on 
such a scale until now. 

“We will now see people 
looking to emulate it, 
whereas previously they will 
have been looking in another 
direction.” 


He added: “We appear to 
be looking at someone who 
was known to authorities 
through a criminal lens 
rather than a terrorist one. 

“There are reports that 
some of the weapons he had 
were fake, which suggests he 
possibly didn’t have access 
to the wider terrorist net¬ 
works. 

“If we think about the ba¬ 
sic elements that were in¬ 
volved this incident, a truck 
and a handgun and a set of 
fake weapons, this is all 
equipment that is fairly easy 
to obtain. 

“We have seen other inci¬ 
dences like this where it has 
been attempted, but it has 
never been as horribly suc¬ 
cessful in this scale. IS have 
been pushing out an omnidi¬ 


rectional message which 
says anyone can do anything 
anywhere and that can be 
part of an attack. 

“They’re saying you don't 
need to do something large 
and complicated, just do 
something and whatever it 
is just do something with 
whatever weapons are avail¬ 
able. 

“Trucks are something 
that are very readily avail¬ 
able and it’s very difficult to 
police that side of it. 

“We’re dealing with people 
who are deciding to do some¬ 
thing in a very spur of the 
moment way and not telling 
anyone else about it and us¬ 
ing the weapons around 
them. 

“After these kind of at¬ 
tacks we will see other peo- 


Objectors claim that funfair is unlawful 


COUNCIL bosses have dis¬ 
missed claims that a funfair 
due to take place in Shep¬ 
herd’s Bush next week would 
be “unlawful” after conser¬ 
vationists criticised the 
plans. 

The two-week ‘Ultimate 
Funfair’ on Shepherd’s Bush 
Green kicks off on Friday 
July 22 and runs until Sun¬ 
day August 7, including a se¬ 
ries of traditional fairground 
rides and attractions. 

But Hammersmith and 


Fulham council was forced 
to defend its decision to al¬ 
low the funfair after a cam¬ 
paign group challenged the 
move. 

Kate Ashbrook, general 
secretary of the Open Spaces 
Society, said: “The society is 
not against people having 
fun on open space, but 
clearly this funfair is on too 
great a scale, will cause too 
much damage and is for too 
long a period. This is an un¬ 
acceptable use of this small, 


much-loved green space.” 

The society claimed the 
council should have sought 
ministerial consent before 
permitting the funfair but 
town hall chiefs cited a re¬ 
cent change in the law fol¬ 
lowing a High Court case re¬ 
garding the use of Finsbury 
Park to stage the Wireless 
music festival. 

Ms Ashbrook suggested 
the Finsbury Park decision 
would be challenged in the 
Court of Appeal.

Sadiq Khan ordered a re¬ 
view of security which will 
cause police, City Hall and 
other security experts to ex¬ 
amine whether tough new 
measures are needed.

A S a London MEP, I had a 
front row seat for the re¬ 
sponse to our referen¬ 
dum result in Brussels last 
month. 

Being leader of the third 
largest of the eight pan-EU po¬ 
litical groups in the European 
Parliament provided plenty of 
opportunity to offer my own 
reaction to the media circus. 

While EU enthusiasts 
spoke of punishing Britain 


and tried to bully us into 
starting the departure process 
immediately, I tried to offer a 
voice of calm and reassur¬ 
ance. I spoke of the need for 
cool heads and for patient, 
purposeful negotiation to en¬ 
sure that both Britain and the 
EU reach a deal in both our 
long-term interest. Not the 
easiest or the fastest, but the 
best. 

That negotiation must 
recognise that EU free move¬ 
ment played a part in many 


people’s voting decision. Of 
course London benefits from 
immigration. It is far too easy 
to blame those working in 
jobs that British people either 
don’t want or lack the skills to 
perform. Globalisation makes 
migration both unavoidable 
and economically healthy, but 
politicians must address legit¬ 
imate concerns of the public. 

Much has been made of 
London voting Remain 
against the national trend. 
One take on that has been 


that provincial folk lack 
the cosmopolitan under¬ 
standing and wisdom of 
Londoners. Another inter¬ 
pretation might be that we 
Londoners are out of touch 
with the rest of the coun¬ 
try and have failed to 
grasp its difficulties or its 
mood. 

In London, immigration 
means more cab drivers, 
nannies, cleaners, decora¬ 
tors and doctors. In other 
places and to other people 
it means full surgeries, 
crowded classrooms, low 
wages, language problems 
and pressure on housing. 

I love the vibrancy and 
enterprise of London’s cul¬ 
tural crucible, but we can¬ 
not, should not, block our 
ears to the voice of the na¬ 
tion as a whole just be¬ 
cause we are privileged to 
live in its exciting capital. 

Some voted Leave since 
they wanted less immigra¬ 
tion while many others 
wanted a controlled but 
fair immigration system, 
ending passport discrimi¬ 
nation against our rela¬ 
tives, friends and business 
partners from non-EU 
countries. Between the ex¬ 
tremes of closed borders 
and completely open bor¬ 
ders, we should be looking 
for a controlled but fair im¬ 
migration system that 
ends this discrimination 
against 6.5 billion non-EU 
passport holders. 

Among many in Brus¬ 
sels, free movement is seen 
to have a quasi-religious 
and unbreakable link to ac¬ 
cess the single market. 
That is why we should 
enter negotiations when 
they start on the basis of 
seeking a UK-EU trade 
agreement. 

A deal on goods should 
be straightforward as the 
UK has a record trade 
deficit with the EU, widen¬ 
ing to £23.9 billion in the 
first three months of 2016. 

On services, govern¬ 
ments in Berlin and Paris 
will be under pressure 
from financial districts of 
Frankfurt and Paris to re¬ 
duce London’s role as the 
global financial centre. But 
watch out for a trade-off on 
other areas to protect Lon¬ 
don. This might involve 
support for EU pro¬ 
grammes on research and 
innovation, student ex¬ 


change, maintaining our 
participation in the Euro¬ 
pean Investment Bank, aid 
to new EU states, or per¬ 
haps co-operating and of¬ 
fering assets for EU 
operations of mutual inter¬ 
est, such as protecting the 
EU’s borders. 

No doubt the negotiation 
will be arduous and 
lengthy. The outcome will 
have to be approved by the 
European Parliament and 
will face the usual vested 
interests within the EU 
that stand in the way of 
open trade. 

So while we must work 
on trade with the EU, in 
the meantime we must 
also work on opening trade 
with the rest of the world. 

We must not delay in be¬ 
ginning talks with as 
many countries and trade 
blocs as possible. However, 
we must never forget that 
trade is not between coun¬ 
tries, it is between individ¬ 
ual people and businesses 
in one country with people 
and businesses in another 
for mutual benefit. Gov¬ 
ernments can either facili¬ 
tate trade or get in the way 
in the form of tariff and 
non-tariff barriers. 

Here in London and 
across Britain we should 
think more about how we 
equip our economy with 
skills and infrastructure to 
remain a global leader, 
with Chinese and other 
languages becoming a 
major fixture of our school 
curricula, and airport ca¬ 
pacity being expanded am¬ 
bitiously. 

We face many chal¬ 
lenges, but my father, who 
used to drive the 73 bus, al¬ 
ways told me people could 
achieve anything if they 
believed in themselves and 
worked hard. 

We now owe it to people 
in every corner of Britain 
to deliver the new relation¬ 
ship with the EU that they 
voted for and to ensure 
that we in the UK become 
good neighbours as we 
cease to be reluctant ten¬ 
ants.

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Legacy of learning from inspirational boss

AN award-winning business¬ 
woman described by col¬ 
leagues as a “true inspira¬ 
tion” is to have a scholarship 
set up in her name after she 
took her own life. 

Helen Stokes, 44, was one 
of only a handful of female 
chief executives in Britain, 
and hailed as one of the top 
stars in the creative indus¬ 
try. 

She rose to be managing 
director of West End-based 
marketing and creative re¬ 
cruiter Major Players despite 
battling with long-term alco¬ 
holism and depression. 

Miss Stokes, originally 
from Chichester in West Sus¬ 
sex, was found dead in her 
home in Hackney, east Lon¬ 
don, on March 15 this year, 
Poplar Coroner’s Court 
heard. 

She had struggled with al¬ 
coholism since her teenage 
years but had been seeking 
treatment for her depend¬ 
ency, as well as ongoing men¬ 
tal health issues in the 
months prior to her death, 
the hearing was told. 

Her ex-partner, Ruth 
Jones, had been house sit¬ 
ting when Helen came home, 
“smelling of alcohol,” the in¬ 
quest heard. 

In a statement to police, 
she said: “She may have 
been asleep on the sofa. 

“I said ‘night Helen’ at 
11pm and I’m not sure if she 
replied. I woke up at 7am and 
had a shower. I checked in 
Helen’s room to see if she 
was in bed, checked the bath¬ 
room and she wasn’t there, 
and went downstairs at 
about 7.45am. I saw Helen 
hanging from the ceiling. I 
screamed and ran to the next 
door neighbours.” 

The neighbour advised Ms 
Jones to call 999, who then 
advised her to cut Miss 
Stokes down, check her 
pulse, and gave advice on 
giving mouth to mouth. 

The ambulance and police 
arrived quickly, and it was a 
paramedic who confirmed 
Miss Stokes was dead. 

Ms Jones said: “Helen had 
attempted suicide before, 
about three to four weeks 
ago. She had marks on her 
neck and cuts on her wrists, 
she said she got scared and 
didn’t go through with it. 
She had said her ‘life wasn’t

worth living’ and had been 
mentioning suicide for 
months.” 

Miss Stokes went to a GP 
last October and received a 
prescription for the anti-de¬ 
pressant Citalopram and 
sleeping tablets. By Novem¬ 
ber she was seeing a psy¬ 
chotherapist three times a 
week, the inquest heard. 

Psychotherapist Dr Maria 
Luca treated her for severe 
anxiety and trauma. 

Miss Stokes spoke of her 
suicidal thoughts and was 
using alcohol to help her 
sleep despite being on anti¬ 
depressants, the inquest 
heard. 

But on December 29, Dr 
Luca received a phone call 
from a worried friend of 
Miss Stokes, who was scared 
she was at risk of suicide. 

A month later, Miss Stokes 
cancelled two of her psy¬ 
chotherapy appointments 
and in February took an 
overdose - but decided not 
to go through with it and 
made herself sick, the in¬ 
quest heard. 

Miss Stokes believed she 
had narcissistic personality 
disorder and had a phone 
consultation with her psy¬ 
chotherapist as she felt low 
and wanted to look at under¬ 
lying issues, the hearing was 
told. 

Dr Luca confirmed her 
last contact with her was on 
February 22, when she de¬ 
cided to seek further treat¬ 
ment, as she was suffering 
from ‘chronic self neglect’. 

Dr Luca read in a state¬ 
ment: “She felt ashamed of 
her behaviour and felt she 
deserved to die. She said 
there was nothing I or any¬ 
one could do to help her.” 


She was then admitted to 
The Priory where she spent 
two weeks receiving treat¬ 
ment for alcohol dependency 
syndrome, the inquest heard. 

Dr Neil Brener, Consult¬ 
ant Psychiatrist at The Pri¬ 
ory, said: “She had a long 
history of alcohol abuse. She 
had been put on medication 
and didn’t like it. 

“She had been drinking 
since the age of 17, and by 
this point was drinking four 
pints a day and smoking 20 
cigarettes, so was admitted 
to the addiction treatment 
programme. She was quite 
disruptive in group sessions, 
due to her disruptive behav¬ 
iour it was inappropriate for 
her to stay.” 

Helen left The Priory after 
being offered further treat¬ 
ment in the United States. 

Dr Brener added: “I felt 
that unless she was going to 
address her alcohol issues, 
she wasn’t going to address 
anything else in her life - I 
don’t think she understood 
that.” 

Coroner Dr William Dol¬ 
man said the cause of death 
was suspension by ligature. 

He added: “Alcohol must 
have affected her judgement. 

“Her problems go back to 
her alcoholism and break¬ 
down of relationship and the 
fact she felt she couldn’t 
cope. It was quite clear on 
more than one occasion that 
she had made attempts on 
her own life.” 

A toxicology report con¬ 
firmed there were no drugs 
or alcohol in Helen’s system 
at the time of her death. 

Dr Dolman added: “My 
conclusion is a verdict of sui¬ 
cide when the balance of her 
mind was disturbed. 


TV chefs ex-wife cleared of assault 


CELEBRITY chef Marco 
Pierre White’s ex-wife has 
been cleared of attacking her 
two sons when they failed to 
appear in court, one com¬ 
plaining he had a hangover. 

Matilde Conejero, 51, was 
accused of attacking 
Celebrity Big Brother contest¬ 
ant Marco Junior, 2f and his 
brother Luciano, 22, at the 
flat they share in Chiswick. 

She was alleged to have 
pulled Marco Junior’s hair 
and kicked him in the groin, 
before biting Luciano’s hand 
on September 20 last year. 

But the case against Cone¬ 


jero, appearing under the 
name White, was dismissed 
at Uxbridge Magistrates 
Court last week after the 
Crown failed to provide evi¬ 
dence. 

She faced two counts of 
common assault by beating. 

Both sons failed to show 
up for the trial, after Marco 
Junior told police he was 
“too hungover” to attend af¬ 
ter going to a party the night 
before, while Luciano could 
not be traced. 

District Judge Deborah 
Wright dismissed the case. 

Conejero, also known as 


Mati, fought back tears as 
the case was thrown out. 

Wearing a blue patterned 
scarf and black short sleeved 
shirt, she declined to com¬ 
ment afterwards. 

A row broke out outside 
the block of flats on Septem¬ 
ber 20 last year, and Conejero 
accused Marco Junior of be¬ 
ing a “junkie”, the court 
heard. 

Prosecutor Katie Weiss 
said: “There was an argu¬ 
ment. She was saying that 
one of them, Marco, ‘you are 
a f****** loser, you are a 
junkie’.” 


“I offer my sympathy for 
Helen, who had been fighting 
her demons for a long time. It 
must have been very hard for 
everyone involved. 

“There must have been very 
happy times as well, and I am 
sure you will remember 
those.” 

Her friends and former col¬ 
leagues have since raised 
£5,000 to create the Helen 
Stokes Internship Scholarship 
for a young female creative 
talent to live in London and 
get on the first rung of the lad¬ 
der. 

Friend and former col¬ 


league Ali Hanan said: “Helen 
was one of the most inspira¬ 
tional women in business in 
the UK. 

“She believed in helping 
women get ahead in their ca¬ 
reers. Women make up 24 per 
cent of creative departments; 
few make it to leadership 
roles. 

“She was a true inspiration 
to everyone who knew her. 
And an incredible role model. 

“As one of the leading UK 
women in business, she would 
have wanted to help more 
young talent on to the first 
rung of their career ladders.” 
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Pimlico artist Julie Bloom brought a splash of colour to a south London gallery as she staged her first ever solo show. Inspired by the 
architecture of the capital, her latest collection featured a series of installations echoing the cityscapes and their relationship with the 
natural world. Now working from her studio in Chelsea, Ms Bloom was born in Nairobi and lived in Hong Kong before settling in 
Pimlico 19 years ago.

Capital faces

LONDON landmarks are be¬ 
ing overrun by monsters 
thanks to mega-hit game 
Pokemon Go, including a 
‘racist’ beast found inside 
Buckingham Palace. 

Thousands of Londoners 
are already playing the 
smash Nintendo game, that 
allows users to catch Poke¬ 
mon that appear randomly 
across the world, despite it 
not being officially available 
in the UK. 

But last Wednesday, one of 
the most controversial Poke¬ 
mon was found wandering 
around the inside of Buck¬ 
ingham Palace. 

Notorious black-faced 
Pokemon Jynx was spotted 
inside the gates, not far from 
members of the Queen’s 
Guard. 

Despite changing the 
colour of the psychic Poke¬ 
mon from black to purple, 
Game Freak’s character de¬ 
velopment was heavily criti¬ 
cised for the character’s ap¬ 
pearance, because it looks 
like it has a black face. 

Gaming website IGN la¬ 
belled the Pokemon a “trans¬ 
vestite midget in racially of¬ 
fensive make-up”. 

Squirtle, Charmander and 
Bulbasaur were also spotted 
near the Queen’s London res¬ 
idence. 

Gamer Chirag, 23, from 
Cobham, was outside the 
Palace on a trip with his fam¬ 
ily, but could not resist the 
opportunity to snap some of 
the creatures. 

He said: “I’m enjoying it, 
there are a lot more people 
playing it than I expected. 

“We’ve already got a 
WhatsApp group for it and I 
think I’m the youngest one 
in it - the oldest is about 35. 

“I’ve caught 26 in two days 
and I’ve played the least out 
of my friends.” 

The arrival of mobile 
game Pokemon Go has sent 
fans across the city wild, 
spotting Pokemon in an ar¬ 
ray of unusual locations - de¬ 
spite not yet having been of¬ 
ficially released here.

POLICE are hoping to crack 
down on playboys driving 
their supercars dangerously 
in London by threatening 
photographers with fines. 

With Ramadan now over, 
wealthy Arabs are expected 
to start arriving in London 
again for their summer holi¬ 
days. 

And this means the arrival 
of the world’s flashiest and 
expensive supercars - with 
Bugattis, Ferraris, Paganis 
and Lamborghinis all ex¬ 
pected to go on show. 

The foreign playboys, 
along with British supercar 
owners, have been criticised 
in the past for driving reck¬ 
lessly around the expensive 
streets of Knightsbridge and 
causing a nuisance by 
revving their noisy engines. 

Officers from the Met Po¬ 
lice are now targeting the 
‘carparazzi’, who assemble 
on the street and encourage 
people to show off their cars 
for the camera. 

They are issuing Dispersal 
Orders which ban them from 
entering the Brompton and 
Hans Town wards with cam¬ 
eras for 48 hours. 

Anyone who knowingly 
breaches a dispersal order 
could face a fine of up to 
£2,500 and a maximum three 
months in prison, according 
to the CPS. 

Last Thursday evening, 13 
dispersals were issued and 
seven fixed penalty notices 


were given for a variety of 
offences relating to inconsid¬ 
erate motor vehicle use. It is 
not known how many of 
these were issued to photog¬ 
raphers. 

In a statement, the Met 
said: “Spectators who film 
and encourage drivers to 
commit even more reckless 
acts will also be covered by 
these powers.” 

Inspector Chris Downs, of 
Kensington and Chelsea 
Community Policing Team, 
said: “In previous years, 
there have been a large num¬ 
ber of complaints during 
summer nights - especially 
at weekends - relating to 
anti-social behaviour and the 
late night noise nuisance 
caused by high-powered ve¬ 


hicles being driven in a reck¬ 
less and aggressive manner. 

“We are responding to 
these local concerns, and, 
since extremely rapid accel¬ 
eration poses a particular 
danger to the public, we are 
determined to act before 
somebody is killed or seri¬ 
ously injured.” 

It is the latest attempt by 
the Met Police to combat su¬ 
percar owners driving reck¬ 
lessly in Knightsbridge. 

Last year, following nu¬ 
merous complaints from res¬ 
idents, the Royal Borough of 
Kensington and Chelsea in¬ 
troduced a Public Spaces 
Protection Order in Knights¬ 
bridge. 

Motorists are now banned 
from revving their engine, 


rapidly accelerating, racing, 
performing stunts, sounding 
horns or causing obstruc¬ 
tions. 

They are also prohibited 
from leaving the engine of a 
stationary car running. 

The PSPO came into place 
to deal with the “excessive 
level of noise nuisance, an¬ 
noyance, danger or risk or 
harm or injury” caused by 
the drivers. 

Motorists who breach the 
order face a maximum ££ 000 
fine or fixed penalty notice 
of £100. 

One Knightsbridge resi¬ 
dent welcomed the decision 
for the ‘Carparazzi’ to be is¬ 
sued with Dispersal Orders. 

Panda Morgan-Thomas 
said: “We welcome this ini¬ 
tiative by RBKC and the Po¬ 
lice. There is already huge 
traffic congestion in the 
Knightsbridge area. There 
have been three serious road 
accidents during the last 
month. 

“The advent of the super¬ 
car season always attracts a 
large number of carparazzi 
who are (usually) quite 
young enthusiasts who are 
keen to get the best shots of 
their favourite cars, often 
with little regard for their 
own safety. 

“They gather in large 
groups on pavements and 
frequently in the middle of 
busy roads. 

“It is only a matter of time 
before there is a serious ac¬ 
cident involving one or more 
of them.” 


Teacher jailed 
for indecency 

A FORMER teacher has been 
imprisoned for indecently 
assaulting pupils at two of his 
former schools more than 40 
years ago. 

Terence Back, 71, was found 
guilty of assaulting two 11-year- 
olds - a boy and a girl - and a 
seven-year-old girl in 1974. 

He was interviewed in 2013 
after a former student of 
Whitehall Junior School in 
Uxbridge made an allegation 
about Back that amounted to 
gross indecency and indecent 
assault. 

Back denied the allegations, 
but a further witness was 
tracked and provided a witness 
account that bore similarities to 
the first account. 

Two more victims were found 
at Kingsway Junior School in 
Watford, Hertfordshire - both 
with similar accounts of Back's 
behaviour. 

He was arrested and charged 
in September last year, found 
guilty at trial in June, and 
yesterday slapped with a six- 
year sentence - two years for 
each of his victims. 

Detective Constable Emma 
MacDonald of the Met's Child 
Abuse Investigation Team said: 
"This was a lengthy enquiry and 
the Crown Prosecution Service 
authorised numerous charges 
against Back in 2015. 

"There were similarities in the 
accounts of the witnesses, 
pupils of Back's years apart who 
did not know each other and 
who attended different schools, 
miles apart. Although this was 
a protracted investigation, I 
wish to thank the witnesses for 
their full support.They have 
shown such bravery reliving 
painful memories to the team 
and at court. 

"Giving evidence can be very 
daunting but witnesses are 
supported throughout the 
process. Even though these 
types of cases can take some 
time, police will persevere and 
try to bring the offender to 
court so justice is done. 

"I hope that Back's conviction 
will help ease the painful 
memories of his victims." 

Back was found not guilty of 
a count of gross indecency 
against a female aged seven 
years. 

Family flees 
mansion fire 

A FAMILY had to be evacuated 
from a multi-million pound 
Kensington mansion after a fire 
ripped through the basement. 

The fire brigade was called to 
the mansion in The Boltons, 
reportedly Britain's second most 
expensive street, after calls 
saying a fire had broken out in 
the property's basement. 

Crews from Fulham, 

Battersea, Wandsworth and 
Clapham station extinguished 
the blaze at around 2.30pm on 
Friday. 

A London Fire Brigade 
spokesman said:"Two adults 
and two children were 
evacuated before we arrived 
and we've no reports of any 
injuries." 

The average house price in 
The Boltons is a whopping 
£32.5 million, according to 
Zoopla. 

An 18-bedroom mansion on 
the street went on sale two 
years ago for nearly £40 million. 

In previous years, properties 
on the street have sold for in 
excess of £5,000 per sq ft. 

Former residents of the 
exclusive SW10 street include 
Madonna and Jeffrey Archer.

Mayor spells 
out dangers 
of knife crime

LONDON Mayor Sadiq Khan 
is warning young people who 
carry knives that they risk ru¬ 
ining their lives by facing a 
long stretch in prison. 

As knife crime increases in 
the capital, the Mayor has 
spelled out a grim message to 
those who carry a blade to 
protect themselves - you are 
more likely to end up behind 
bars. 

Anyone caught in posses¬ 
sion of a knife faces a sentence 
of four years in jail plus a fine 
of up to £5,000. Anyone caus¬ 
ing injury with a knife faces 
up to 25 years in prison. 

The Mayor issued his warn¬ 
ing last week as he announced 
£400,000 in extra funding for 
projects to stop knife crime, 
which in the last two years 
has increased in London by 16 
per cent. 

The new funding will go to 
two London Resettlement 
Consortia projects which offer 
support for vulnerable young 
offenders across 12 London 
boroughs. 

Mayor Khan has also re¬ 
vealed plans for a City Hall 
Knife Crime Summit aimed at 
giving young people a voice 
and bringing together experts, 
community members and 
project workers to find a bet¬ 
ter way of dealing with the 
problem and help stop young 
people from making the 
choices that lead them into vi¬ 
olence. 

The Mayor and his Deputy 
Mayor for Policing and Crime, 
Sophie Linden, visited special¬ 
ist youth workers at St Mary’s 
Hospital in Paddington to 
hear from those on the front¬ 
line trying to help vulnerable 
young victims move away 
from the lifestyle which led 
them into the path of danger 
and violence. 

The Redthread Youth Vio¬ 
lence Intervention Pro¬ 
gramme, funded by the 
Mayor’s Office for Policing 
And Crime (MOPAC), oper¬ 
ates in all four of London’s 
Major Trauma Centres and 
has helped support over 800 
young Londoners to date, 
eight per cent of whom were 
under 18 and not known to 
any agencies prior to their ad¬ 
mission. 

Mr Khan said: “Every 
young death is an utter 
tragedy, yet both knife crime 
and youth violence are grow¬ 
ing problems. Earlier this 
year, a 20-year-old Londoner 
was stabbed to death just 
yards from my own home. 

“As Mayor, and as a father 
of two teenage daughters, I am 
deeply concerned and deter¬ 
mined to do everything I pos¬ 
sibly can to help rid our com¬ 
munities of this terrible 
violence. 

“We need to send a strong 
message that carrying a knife 


is completely unacceptable, 
and is more likely to ruin 
your life than to save it. 

“Redthread youth workers 
are doing an incredible job 
helping young victims to 
move away from the circles 
that led to them getting hurt, 
but there is much more we 
can do. Alongside enforce¬ 
ment and tougher penalties 
for carrying knives, we are 
bringing together experts, 
services, schools, and commu¬ 
nity groups to tackle this 
problem together, and help 
prevent our children from 
making the terrible mistakes 
which so gravely threaten 
young lives in the capital.” 

Ms Linden said: “Eight 
young people have lost their 
lives on the streets of London 
since the beginning of this 
year. That’s eight young peo¬ 
ple cut down in their prime. 

“When it comes to serious 
youth violence, enforcement 
alone is not enough, and 
Redthread offers young people 
a ‘teachable moment’ and a 
chance to turn their lives 
away from the dangerous path 
they have gone down. 

“As well as our work with 
the Met, we are working with 
the NHS, youth workers, 
health professionals, schools, 
local communities and fami¬ 
lies to do everything we can 
to prevent more needless 
deaths on our capital’s 
streets.” 

New funding will extend 
the two victims-based London 
Resettlement Consortia proj¬ 
ects for a further year. The 
projects were launched in Sep¬ 
tember 2015 following re¬ 
search commissioned by 
MOPAC which found around 
40 per cent of young offenders 
had emotional and mental 
health needs due to previous 
victimisation that were not 
being addressed. 

The projects work with 
hard-to-reach young people, 
either released from custody 
or being managed in the com¬ 
munity, across 12 boroughs 
from Waltham Forest and Red¬ 
bridge to Lewisham and Croy¬ 
don, to identify and address 
undetected post-traumatic 
stress and other psychological 
issues that may be causing 
anti-social and criminal be¬ 
haviour. 

MOPAC has committed 
funding for the Youth Vio¬ 
lence Intervention Pro¬ 
gramme until March 2018 
across all four Major Trauma 
Centres (St Mary’s, The Royal 
London, King’s College Hospi¬ 
tal and St George’s). The pro¬ 
gramme is also supported 
through hospital charities 
such as the Imperial College 
Healthcare Charity’s Major 
Trauma Centre Appeal. The 
charity raises funds for re¬ 
search, equipment and proj¬ 
ects at the five hospitals of Im¬ 
perial College Healthcare NHS 
Trust, including St Mary’s. 
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War letters reveal compassionate 
side of one of our favourite royals

COLLECTORS are expected to 
pack the Mayfair auction 
rooms of Dreweatts & Blooms¬ 
bury next month at a rare op¬ 
portunity to own intimate let¬ 
ters of a much-loved member 
of the Royal Family. 

Before she was Queen and 
then The Queen Mother, as a 
young woman Elizabeth 
Bowes-Lyon nursed wounded 
soldiers at her family home at 
Angus in Scotland. During the 
First World War, Glamis Cas¬ 
tle was used as a military hos¬ 
pital and the young aristocrat 
became friends with Private 
James Harding. 

A selection of the letters she 
and Private Harding ex¬ 
changed are to go up for auc¬ 
tion on August 11 - where they 
are expected to fetch up to 
£7,000. 

“Letters written by the 
Queen Mother do not appear 
frequently on the current mar¬ 
ket and they are very sought 
after by collectors of Royal au¬ 
tographs and memorabilia,” 
said a spokesman for the aunc- 
tioneers. 

The letters reveal the future 
queen as a kind, engaging and 
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poetic young woman who 
took to playing the card 
game Hearts with the 
wounded men to help keep 
up their spirits. 

One of the six letters, 
dated 29 November 1916 and 
signed by the then 16-year- 
old as ‘Elizabeth Lyon’, dis¬ 
plays a reference to the card 
games she played with Hard¬ 
ing and another soldier say¬ 
ing: ‘I enjoyed them very 
much, even tho’ I was treated 
badly by you and Nix!’ 

The Queen Mother’s biog¬ 
rapher William Shawcross 
claims that Harding and his 
fellow soldiers used to make 
sure Elizabeth got terrible 
cards during games. 

“There was wild laughter 
when she got the Queen of 
Spades time after time - and 
she discovered that they had 
been passing it under the 
table to give to her,” said 
Shawcross. 

A second letter, dated 22 
December 1916, included a 
poem about the card tricks. 

“I sometimes go into the

In a third letter, dated Oc¬ 
tober 2nd 1918, Elizabeth 
wrote: “I am going to stay 
with my sister near Mussel¬ 
burgh next Tuesday and 
shall be arriving at [Edin¬ 
burgh] Waverley Station at 
4.49.1 should be so pleased to 
see you for a few minutes if 
you could come... it would be 
rather nice if I brought a 


pack of cards and we could 
play Hearts on the platform!” 

A fourth letter aimed to 
arrange a meeting with 
Harding and a fifth letter, 
dated 13 September 1919, ex¬ 
pressed Elizabeth’s concern 
about Harding’s difficulty in 
finding a job following the 
end of the war. 

She wrote: “It seems to be 
very difficult now... I wonder 
what sort of a job you want? 
I might by chance hear of one 
that you’d like, though you’d 
probably want to be in Edin¬ 
burgh. ..Ido hope something 
will turn up.” 

A follow-up letter to Hard¬ 
ing three months later ex¬ 
pressed her pleasure at 
learning Harding had se¬ 
cured a position with the 
young future royal writing: 
‘I can’t tell you how pleased 
I am to hear the good news!’ 

Two years after the final 
letter Elizabeth met the then 
Prince Albert, Duke of York, 
and they married in 1923. 
Their first child, now Her 
Majesty The Queen, was 
born in 1926.

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SOW THE SEEDS OF LOVE 


VISITORS to London frustrated in 
their wish to catch a glimpse of 
the hugely-popular Duchess of 
Cambridge could always make 
do with seeing rather a lot more 
of her cousin, who is appearing 
regularly in a burlesque show in 
Soho. 

Katrina Darling, the stage 
name of the Duchess's 
somewhat-distant relative, has 
become a star attraction at The 
Box club. 

Ms Darling, a keen fan of 
posting revealing photographs 
of herself on Twitter and

Her royal connection has not 
hindered her career, of course.

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Queen pops in 
to historic pub 


THE Queen stunned regulars 
at a traditional Scottish pub 
when she popped in for a slap- 
up meal and a tipple. 

Britain’s longest serving 
monarch made a secret visit 
to the oldest bar in the country 
during her stay at Holyrood 
Palace in Edinburgh last Fri¬ 
day. 

And she only gave workers 
at The Sheep Heid Inn an hour 
to prepare for the Royal visit. 

The 90-year-old had spent 
the day at Musselburgh Race¬ 
course before taking a window 
seat in the pub’s dining area. 

Her party is understood to 
have ordered a martini and a 
half bottle of white wine, along 
with two portions of lamb and 
a fillet of seabass. 

The main meals are adver¬ 
tised at £16.50 each on the pub's 
regular menu but it is not 
known which of the meals the 
Queen ordered. 

Staff at the pub have been 
sworn to secrecy but were able 
to confirm that the head of 
state visited. 

A worker said: “I've been 
sworn to secrecy unfortu¬ 
nately and have no idea how 
her visit got out there.” 

Regular customer and Edin¬ 
burgh city councillor Alex 
Lunn said: “The Sheep Heid 
Inn is something the local com¬ 
munity are very proud of and 
a visit from the Queen is an¬ 
other string to add to its bow. 

“I eat there regularly so I'm 
sure Her Majesty enjoyed an 
excellent meal.” 


The Sheep Heid Inn which 
was established in 1360 has 
been linked to the Royal fam¬ 
ily since the 1500s. 

One story of how the pub got 
its name states that in 1580, 
King James VI of Scotland 
gifted the landlord an ornate 
ram's head snuff box. 

It is believed he and his 
mother, Mary Queen of Scots, 
stopped by the inn many times 
to play skittles in the court¬ 
yard. 

As a mark of gratitude, he 
presented the landlord with 
the unusual gift which re¬ 
mained on site for 300 years 
before being sold at auction to 
the Earl of Rosebery. 

It is very rare for The Queen 
to dine out in public, other 
than at private London clubs 
and hotels. 

Earlier in the day, the 
Queen had attended Mussel¬ 
burgh Racecourse to celebrate 
its 200th birthday. 

She was accompanied by the 
Duke of Edinburgh and is un¬ 
derstood to have watched the 
action from inside the race¬ 
course's VIP hospitality areas. 

Robert Louis Stevenson, 
Robert Burns and Bonnie 
Prince Charlie - as his army 
was encamped at Duddingston 
for a month prior to the Battle 
of Prestonpans - are among the 
inn's other famous patrons. 

Buckingham Palace declined 
to comment on the Queen's 
visit to the Sheep Heid Inn, 
other than to say that she had 
spent the evening “privately”.

Windsor six step out in the wider world

ORGANISERS of London’s 
poshest parties who are fre¬ 
quently wanting to copy The 
Queen when it comes to book¬ 
ing a “star turn” for their 
swanky dos can now turn to 
six of the best for their enter¬ 
tainment. 

It’s a common problem with 
booking an act for lavish 
events as protocol dictates that 
Buckingham Palace does not 
advertise whom Her Majesty 
prefers to perform at private 
functions and so those wish¬ 
ing to add a royal touch to 
their own parties are often un¬ 
sure of who to turn to. 

Thanks to Radio 2 presenter 
Eve Pollard we recently 
learned that Her Majesty has 
a fondness for the songs of 
George Formby. But as the 
cheeky ukulele player died in 
1961, he is no longer taking 
bookings. 

But fret not, for it has now 
emerged that the royal touch 
can be added to events by 
booking the merry men of 
Windsor who go by the name 
The Queen’s Six. 

The Six - countertenors 
Daniel Brittain and Timothy 
Carleston, tenors Nicholas 
Madden and Dominic Bland 
and baritone and bass Andrew 
Thompson and Simon White- 
ley - are an a cappella choir 
who have frequently per¬ 


formed for Her Majesty and 
the Duke of Edinburgh at pri¬ 
vate functions at Buckingham 
Palace and Windsor Castle. 

“The Queen’s Six were es¬ 
tablished in 2008, the 450th an¬ 
niversary of the accession of 
Queen Elizabeth I, from whom 
they take their name,” said a 
spokesman for the royal 
favourites. 

“Elizabeth I was a great pa¬ 
troness of the arts, and often 
engaged the services of musi¬ 
cians to write and perform for 
her at court. The notable ‘six’ 
from this era were Thomas 
Tallis, William Byrd, Thomas 
Tomkins, Thomas Morley, Or¬ 
lando Gibbons, and Thomas 
Weelkes. 

“The new Six are based at 
Windsor Castle, where they 
are also Lay Clerks of St 
George's Chapel, whose homes 
lie within the castle walls. The 
Chapel Choir, which consists 
of boy trebles and twelve pro¬ 
fessional adult male singers, 
performs some eight services 
a week, as well as at private 
and state occasions, often be¬ 
fore the Royal Family. 

“This rare privilege de¬ 
mands the highest musical 
standards. Most significantly 
however, it is the familiarity 
of living and singing together 
every day in the Royal Chapel 
that lends this group its dis¬ 
tinctive closeness and blend, 
as well as an irresistible infor¬ 
mality and charm.”

Now that they are taking 
bookings from the public, The 
Queen’s Six offer much more 
than hymns and psalms. 

“Their repertoire extends 
far beyond the reach of the 
choir stalls, from austere early 
chants, florid Renaissance 
polyphony, lewd madrigals, 
haunting folk songs and up¬ 
beat jazz and pop arrange¬ 
ments, The Queen’s Six can 
provide anything from dinner 
or wedding reception enter¬ 
tainment to full concert pro¬ 
grammes,” said the 
spokesman. 

The Six are shortly to un¬ 
dertake a concert tour of Aus¬ 
tria and Germany but besides 
performing in hallowed ven¬ 
ues they are also taking com¬ 
missions from those who wish 
to give a loved one a distinc¬ 
tive anniversary, birthday or 
wedding present. 

“You can woo your loved 
ones, friends and family by 
buying them a unique gift, 
The Six will arrange and 
record a song of your choice,” 
said the spokesman. 

One wonders whether Her 
Majesty joins in when The 
Queen’s Six perform at royal 
parties, for according to her 
relatives and friends, The 
Queen not only has a lovely 
voice but also enjoys a rousing 
sing-song. 

Eve Pollard, who re¬ 
searched The Queen’s taste in 
music for a recent Radio 2 


show, says she has enjoyed 
singing since she performed 
in pantomimes at Windsor 
during the war. 

“Her parents, King George 
VI and the late Queen Mother, 
loved singing and passed it on. 
The Duke of Edinburgh and 
the rest of the family join in,” 
said Eve. 

“Her cousin, Lady Elizabeth 
Anson, told me: ‘We did a lot 
of singing at Kensington 
Palace. Nobody thought it was 
odd after dinner if we put on a 
record and all sang Doing the 
Lambeth Walk, so music has 
always been part of her life.” 

Lady Anson added: “The 
Queen loves the theatre and 
musicals like Showboat, Okla¬ 
homa! and Annie Get Your 
Gun. These were the tunes 
that remained in one’s head 
and were very danceable to. 
The Queen is a fantastic 
dancer. She’s got great 
rhythm.” 

According to Eve, at an 
early age The Queen learnt to 
dance the waltz, the slow 
waltz, the foxtrot, the quick¬ 
step, and the samba. 

“Lady Anson said that if 
you watch Her Majesty at 
Trooping the Colour you will 
see that she’s tapping her toes. 
So military music means a lot 
to her, she’s extremely knowl¬ 
edgeable about military music 
and loves massed bands, espe¬ 
cially pipe bands.” 
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D ESPITE building an 

enviable comedy career 
upon the humour derived 
from his own sloth and world¬ 
weariness, Louis CK is actually 
one of the hardest-working stand- 
ups on the circuit, writes Jack 
Dixon. 

Alongside his busy touring 
schedule, the Washington-born 
comic has written, directed and 
starred in five seasons of his own 
hit FX series, Louie, and appeared 
in a handful of blockbuster films, 
including Woody Allen’s Blue 
Jasmine and David O’Russell’s 
American Hustle. 

And he recently put the 
finishing touches to his latest 
online comedy series, Horace and 
Pete, which won high praise from 
critics earlier this year. 

CK - born Louis Szekely - is 
finally reaping the long-awaited 
rewards of a career that for many 
years seemed destined to rust. 

His rise to fame has coincided 
with the resurgence of so-called 
‘loser’ comics - the type who 
unload their everyday insecurities 
for bloodthirsty audiences on a 
nightly basis. Of this form, Louis is 
the master. 

Thinning on top and bulging at 
the bust, CK makes no excuses for 
being out of shape. In fact, it’s the 
self-flagellating contempt he holds 
for his own bad habits that forms 
the crux of his act. 

His increasingly foul- 
mouthed observations swing 
from the tedium of a post¬ 
divorce depressive slump to 
the petty squabbles of the 
Great American Public. 

Picture Louis waiting in line at 
a Manhattan drug store while 
an old lady argues for hours with 
the pharmacist over the details of 
her prescription. 

It was these kitchen sink- 
inspired moments, the inherent 
humour of the everyday, that were 
woven into Louie, bagging CK not 
one but two Primetime Emmy 
Awards. 

Loosely based on the comedian’s 
own troubled life, CK starred in the 
series as a tragi-comic version of 
himself, with snapshots of his own 
stand-up routines interspersed 
with short vignettes about Louis’ 
life in New York. 

It’s bleak for the most part. CK 
recounts (several) failed attempts 
at reviving romance while getting 
knocked back by the likes of Jerry 
Seinfeld and David Letterman as 
he rises up the professional ladder. 

His directorial style has been 
rightly compared to Woody Allen - 
and there is more than a hint of the 
legend’s influence in the way CK 
lingers on the beautiful scenery of 
the Big Apple while spinning 
humdrum stories about the city’s 
inhabitants. 

Puncturing the sadness of Louis’ 
life, however, are moments of 
perfection. For all his haggard 
grumpiness, CK adores his two 
young daughters and carries on 
against the grain simply to provide 
for them. 

The 48-year-old has now secured 


a place among the US comedy elite 
and is revered by the likes of Ricky 
Gervais and Chris Rock. 

He returns to London for the 
first time in three years next 
month for a short run of shows, 
including a triple-header at the 
Hammersmith Apollo. 

But after building an act 
based entirely on his own 
failures, will his recent success 
spoil the authenticity? Don’t 
worry, Louis is always on the 
lookout for the next banana 
skin. 

“You can’t ever find a place 
that’s nice and peaceful because 
there isn’t one,” he says with 
optimism. 

“You may think there is, but 
when you get there somebody will 
sneak up and write ‘f*** you’ right 
under your nose.”

IN their own unique way, 

Super Furry Animals have

reacts very badly.”

Harry’s win of biblical proportions 


HARRY Potter beats God 
shock. 

The JK Rowling classics are 
the books that most adults 
think every child should read, 
according to a BBC Local 
Radio poll to celebrate the 
pleasure of reading. 

A total of 1,001 adults were 
given a choice often classic 
books chosen by 
recommendations from the 
British public. The results 
suggest 26 per cent of British 
adults say they think every 
child should read Harry 
Potter, pictured, closely 
followed by Roald Dahl's The 
BFG (24 percent). 

The top choices of books 
varied across the generations. 
Harry Potter (35 per cent) and 



The BFG (31 per cent) are the 
favourites among 18-34 year 
olds. However, The Famous 
Five (26 per cent) and The 
Wind In The Willows (25 per 
cent) are the most common 
recommendations for those 
aged 55 plus. 

For the most part, choices 
are evenly split between the 
genders - however. The 
Famous Five is a more popular 
recommendation among 


women (22 per cent) than 
men (15 per cent), while The 
Lord Of The Rings is more 
likely to be recommended by 
men (20 per cent) than 
women (9 per cent). 

The top reason for picking 
Harry Potter was that "it 
expands imagination" (said 
75 per cent). Meanwhile To 
Kill a Mockingbird was also 
chosen because "it provides 
lessons about the world and it 
helps to develop good moral 
character". 

Only 10 per cent of 18-34- 
year-olds selected the Bible as 
the book they'd most like to 
recommend to children, 
meanwhile 19 per cent of 
those aged over 55 
nominated The Bible.

Grouse, spelt and 
herb salad 

Serves four 

Spelt is a great grain for adding a 
bit of flavour to a gamey salad 
like this. I often use it in place of 
rice in a risotto, as it holds up 
really well and is quite healthy 
with it. 

Ingredients 

2 oven-ready grouse 

A few sprigs of thyme 

A few sage leaves 

Salt and freshly ground black 

pepper 

A couple knobs of butter 
A handful of small tasty salad 
leaves and herbs, washed and 
dried 

30-40g spelt, soaked in cold 
water for a few hours 
2tbsp rapeseed oil 
Itbsp chopped parsley 
Itbsp chopped chives 
Itbsp chopped chervil 

For the dressing 

Itbsp cider or white wine 
vinegar 

1 tsp Tewkesbury or Dijon 
mustard 

2tbsp rapeseed or olive oil 
2tbsp vegetable or corn oil 

Method 

Cook the spelt in simmering 
salted water for about 15-20 
minutes or until tender, then 
drain and leave to cool. Mix 
the herbs with the spelt and 
rapeseed oil and season to 
taste. 

Season the grouse inside and 
out: put the sage and thyme 
inside the birds and rub the 
breasts with butter. Place on a 
baking tray and roast for 
about 15 minutes, keeping 
them nice and pink, leave to 
cool a little before removing 
the legs and breasts. Whisk 
the ingredients together for 
the dressing and season. 

To serve, remove all of the 
meat from the legs and slice 
the breasts into 5-6 pieces, 
arrange the leaves, spelt and 
slices of grouse on to serving 
plates and spoon over the 
dressing.

F OR a beautifully pre¬ 
pared Italian meal in 
simply exquisite sur¬ 
roundings you need look no 
further than the excellent 
new Bella Italia on Baker 
Street writes Nicky Sweet- 
land. 

As soon as you walk 
through the front door you 
get a sense of calm and tran¬ 
quility with the contempo¬ 
rary interior perfectly 
balanced with traditional 
artefacts. Italian maps and 
posters adorn the walls and 
the restaurant is split into 
three intimate spaces giving 
a homely, cosy feel. 

Once settled at my table, I 
was impressed by how pas¬ 
sionately the staff spoke 
about their restaurant and I 
took their lead with my 
menu. 

After a couple of sips of a 
fresh and light Prosecco, 
(House Da Luca Prosecco 
£6.35) I munched on a deli¬ 
ciously creamy and rich 
Funghi Arrosto (£5.95), which 
is baked mushrooms in a 
creamy mascarpone, garlic 
and spinach sauce, topped 
with mozzarella and served 
with ciabatta. 

I was then treated to a clas¬ 
sic Queen Margherita pizza 
(£10.25), with buffalo Boc- 


concini mozzarella, 

Marzanini tomatoes, pesto & 
basil, which was wholesome 
and very filling. 

On advice, I washed it down 
with a decadent Cosmopoli¬ 
tan, which gave a real taste of 
sunshine. 

To finish, I was excited to 
try the selection of mini 
desserts, which are served in 
shot glasses and are perfectly 
bite sized portions. I sampled 
salted chocolate caramel (rich 
and luxurious), limoncello 
(tangy and fresh) and straw¬ 
berry cheesecake (crisp bis¬ 
cuit with sumptuous fruit). 

With this lovely restaurant 
just a short walk from popu¬ 
lar attractions including Lon¬ 
don Zoo and Madame 
Tussauds, Bella Italia, on 
Baker Street, is both a con¬ 
venient and convivial place to 
enjoy an excellent meal.

I first watched the show 
back in January at the Savoy 
Theatre before it transferred 
due to popular demand and 
so I was interested in what 
the voluptuous Wilson could 
bring to the famously 
adorable role. As expected, the 
popular Australian performer 
offers impeccable comic timing 
and her renditions of A Bushel 
and a Peck and Take Back your 
Mink are both rousing and 
hilarious. With the addition of 
Wilson’s unique style of 
physical humour, the character 
feels less vulnerable, but at 
times, the innuendo is just a 
little too modern to fit in with 
the innocence of the musical, 
which is set in 1920s New York. 

The on-stage chemistry with 
Lipkin is electric and his 
buffoon like, bumbling portrayal 
oozes charm. I do feel, however 
that some of the most famous 
lines are over milked 
(particularly when answering 
Tompsett’s question about the 
colour of his neck tie), which 
makes the dialogue slow and the 
jokes lose their impact. 

This was the first time I’d seen 
Oliver Tompsett since his days on 
Wicked at the Apollo Victoria 
(around ten years ago) and I was 
pleased to see that he’s grown into 
a commanding performer, with his 
silky vocals and matinee idol looks 
perfect for the role of the smooth 
talking gambler, Sky Masterson. 

Siubhan Harrison, as the object 
of his affections, goes from 
strength to strength as Sarah 
Brown and Olivier nominated 
Gavin Spokes as Nicely Nicely

Based on the beloved children's 
book by Julia Donaldson, the stage 
adaptation has thrilled generations of 
theatre-goers and has been seen by 
more than a million people worldwide. 

The creative team behind the show - Olivia 
Jacobs and Toby Mitchell - discovered the 
charming tale, which has illustrations by Axel 
Scheffler, shortly after the book was first pub¬ 
lished in 1999 and knew immediately it would 
make a exciting and adorable stage produc¬ 
tion.

little known and it 
wasn't a big deal, 
so we met with 
Julia and off 
we went. 

“Now 15 years 
later it's grown 
and grown and 
it's been glori¬ 
ous to work on." 
It was a chal¬ 
lenge to make the 
-page children's 
into a full stage 
show, and it has continued to be de¬ 
veloped over the years to keep the production 
fresh and current. 

Olivia said: "Obviously the book tells a very 
simple story of a mouse, who goes through the 
deep dark wood and stumbles across three 
predators who threaten to eat her. She invents 
the story of a Gruffalo who will eat all of the 


predators to make them run away as fast as 
they can and so the mouse, through brains and 
not brawn survives." 

"The stage show expands on all of those char¬ 
acters, so we learn a lot more about mouse and 
about fox, snake and owl. We developed char¬ 
acteristics for each of them directly from the 
animal. 

“In rehearsals, we looked at how a fox moves 
and we found that they have a very gentle pad, 
pad, pad, but there's also a little jump in them. 
We put that into an anthropomorphic form, so 
the human characters have those animal char¬ 
acteristics. 

"Each of the predators have their own style 
of music, their own song and we learn a little 
bit more about them." 

In total 63 performers have taken to the stage 
and the show has been performed throughout 
five continents, in 16 countries and in three 
languages. As the book has continued to grow 
in popularity, the stage show has changed to 
include more audience participation, so fami¬ 
lies can chant the familiar rhyming couplets 
along with the cast. 

The Gruffalo Live is running at Lyric The¬ 
atre until 4th September. The show is suitable 
for ages three years and up, but a real treat for 
the whole family.

F OLLOWING a smash hit run at Leicester 
Square's Arts Theatre last year and a hugely 
popular UK tour, American Idiot, the show, 
based on the music of punk rock group Green 
Day, has returned to the West End writes Nicky 
Sweetland. 

At the helm, and making his London stage 
debut, is singer songwriter Newton Faulkner, 
who joins returning cast members Amelia Lily 
and Lucas Rush for the show which opened last 
week.

The stage musical version was first 
performed in 2009 and following a successful run 
on Broadway, transferred to London last year.

The initial fee is 
undisclosed but believed 
to be £1.5m, potentially 
rising to £2m with add¬ 
ons and includes a 
sell-on clause. 


Despite his young age, 
Greenwich-born 
Cousins has racked up 
nearly 150 appearances 
in his short career. His 
seven goals in Addicks’ 
colours included the 
neatly executed curler 
he scored in their 2-1 
defeat at Loftus Road 
last April, shortly before 
dropping into League 
One. 


Hasselbaink said: 
“When I arrived here, I 
spoke at length about the 
kind of players I wanted 
to attract to QPR - and 
Jordan fits that bill 
exactly. 

“He’s young, he’s 
hungry, he’s got 
Championship 
experience and he’s got 
great potential to keep on 
improving at QPR. 

Box-to-box 

Although Cousins has 
featured both centrally 
and wide for the south 
Londoners, Hasselbaink 


believes the former is 
his best position: “He’s 
a box-to-box midfielder 
and that’s where I see 
him featuring for us. 

“His energy and ability 
to score goals from 
midfield were two big 
factors in our desire to 
bring him here. He’s 
someone who has been 
on our radar for a 
while.” 

The progress of 
Cousins, capped by 
England at U17 and U21 
level, has been one of 
precious few positives 
amid Charlton’s 
problems on and off the 
field.

“I would say that he’s 
best as an attacking 
midfield player. In a 4- 
2-3-1, for instance, he 
could act as one of the 
three men behind the 
striker. He can play 
wide or central. He has 
the athleticism to get up 
and down, from box to 
box. I think he can add 
goals to the group as 
well. If he can do that, 
it’d take the burden off 
the front men. 

“He’s versatile. Jordan 
can play anywhere 
across midfield, and in a 
number of different 
formations. He can play 
at full-back, too. That 
sort of versatility, 
especially for a player 
who’s so young, will be 
of great benefit to the 
squad. His arrival adds 
depth. 

“I think he’ll prove to 
be a tremendous signing 
for Rangers -1 really 
do,” Allen added.

Conte said of new defensive midfielder Kante: 
“I want to say Kante was a target and for this reason 
I’m very happy the club bought the player. 

“He’s a good player. He has good technique, 
fantastic stamina and I like this type of player. If you 
want to win, a team needs this kind - a Kante, Matic 
and Mikel - that work hard for the team. 

“We identified him, me and the club together, and I 
think Kante can give a lot to Chelsea, to enforce a zone 
which is very important if we want to play with two 



central midfielders. He 
showed last season he’s 
able to play with another 
midfielder. I think with 
this player we’ve 
reinforced the squad. 

“All together we are 
working to improve the 
squad. We know we have 

to but we prefer to wait and go for our targets, rather 
than go with emotion and take players who don’t adapt 
to our idea of football. I’m also very happy about 
Batshuayi.” 

On the poor display in Vienna, Conte said: “This is 
the first game for us but I knew it would be very 
difficult after three days of double training. 

“They were very hard sessions, not ones to enjoy, all 
about the physical and tactical aspect. I think it was a 
bit normal to meet these difficulties in the game but I 
don’t like to lose and it’s the same for my players. 

“I think the game was very important because we can 
learn a lot from it. It’s important to switch our minds 
to change. The past is not important, we must build 
through the work of our present and future.”

Whites tackle defensive woes 


F ULHAM have made two much needed 
defensive summer signings and are 
reportedly closing in on at least one 
more. 

Centre-back Tomas Kalas makes the short trip 
up the road on a season-long loan deal from 
Whites' SW6 neighbours Chelsea. 

Left-back Denis Odoi arrives from Belgian top 
flight club Lokeren for an undisclosed fee. 

Fulham are also hoping to raid west London 
rivals Brentford for their goalkeeper David 
Button, although Bees' £2m asking price for a 
player entering the last year of his contract at 
Griffin Park could scupper any deal. 

And reports continue to link Whites with 
Cardiff City left-back Scott Malone, with Jazz 
Richards possible featuring in a swap deal. 

Kalas has spent 18 months on loan with 
Middlesbrough, playing 47 times as they 
reached the Championship Play-Off Final in 
2014-15, before winning promotion as runners- 
up behind Burnley last season. 

The 23-year-old, who can also play at right- 
back, began his career at his hometown club 
Sigma Olomouc, joining Chelsea for £5.2m in 
the summer of 2010. 

After two seasons on loan at Dutch outfit 


Vitesse Arnhem, during which time he was 
named Czech Republic Young Player of the Year, 
he made his debut for his parent club in a 2-0 
League Cup win at Arsenal in October 2013. 

Ahead of the 2014-15 campaign he moved on 
loan to FC Cologne in Germany but joined Boro 
in a similar deal midway through the campaign. 

Kalas also has a number of international caps, 
making his senior debut in November 2012 
against local rivals Slovakia. 

Three-year deal 

Odoi is a 28-year-old right-footed full-back, 
who has impressed in Belgium playing on the 
left side. He has signed a three-year deal, with a 
club option for a further 12 months. 

Odoi began his career at Oud-Heverlee 
Leuven, before moving to Sint-Truiden in 2009. 
Belgian giants Anderlecht then signed him for a 
reported £1.3m in 2011 and in each of his two 
seasons at the club he won the Belgian Pro 
League while also representing Anderlecht in 
Europe. 

Odoi joined Lokeren in 2013 and made 37 
appearances in his debut campaign as they 
finished fifth in the league and won the Belgian 


Cup. He made made 117 appearances for 
Lokeren in three years. 

Odoi made his full Belgium debut in 2012 in a 
friendly against Montenegro. 

Asked to describe himself as a player, Kalas 
told www.fulhamfc.com: "I'm quite athletic. I'm 
probably not 6.5 (feet tall) and 100 kilos but I'm 
probably faster that those who are. I can jump 
quite high, I'm aggressive and I don't like to 
lose." 

In his first interview since signing, Odoi said all 
the right things: "Fulham is a big club with 
tradition. I also spoke to Moussa Dembele - the 
Belgian one - who had a lot of only positive 
things to say about the club, so that helped me 
a lot. He said Fulham is a nice club, professional, 
like a big family. 

"I’ve played as a left-back for the past three 
years but I can also play on the right. My main 
qualities are speed and agility." 

After Tuesday's (19th) friendly at Brighton, 
Fulham head to Spain and Portugal for warm¬ 
up matches against Real Betis (at Huelva) on 
Saturday and CD Nacional (at Albufeira) next 
Monday, before returning home to face Crystal 
Palace at The Cottage on July 30. 


This week at

“He communicates very well, so he got his message 
across at half-time and before the game. We expect to 
work hard, that’s part of pre-season.

As LWN Sport revealed earlier in the summer, 
Colombia winger Juan Cuadrado will be returning to 
SW6 following his loan spell at Juventus. His arrival 
will spark the permanent exit of Victor Moses when 
the transfer window opens on August 1. Also expected 
to leave is Serbia midfielder Nemanja Matic. The 27- 
year-old has the option of joining Juventus. 

Of Cuadrado, Conte said: “He is a Chelsea player, 
he will come back very soon. He’s in our squad, I’m 
very happy to have him and train him. I wanted him 
when I was the coach at Juventus and he will come 
back very soon and train and play with us. Now he’s a 
Chelsea player and he’ll stay with us.” 

LWN Sport understands that Conte vetoed Chelsea’s 
final pre-season match on August 7 against CSKA 
Moscow which was to be played in Russia. Instead, 
Blues have re-arranged their schedule for somewhere 
closer to home and will now face Bundesliga side 
Werder Bremen. 

Their USA tour means they face Liverpool on July 
28, Real Madrid (30th) and AC Milan (Aug 4). 

■ WHILE the first team were losing in Austria, a 
Chelsea XI - featuring a number of players who 
went out on loan last season but have yet to be fixed 
up for the new campaign - lost to French side 
Bergerac Perigord at Cobham. 

They included Jordan Houghton, Alex Davey and 
Alex Kiwomya, plus U21s Fankaty Dabo, Charlie 
Colkett and Jay Dasilva. 

The visitors took the lead in the first half. Ex-U18s 
boss Joe Edwards, in his new role for this season 
looking after the loanees, brought on Charlie 
Wakefield, Trevoh Chalobah, Ruben Sammut and 
Luke McCormick but they could not prevent Blues 
losing 2-1. 

The U18s beat QPR 2-0 on Saturday. Martell Taylor- 
Crossdale, 16, scored both goals for Jody Morris’ side. 

Moving up the ranks, the U21s came from behind to 
beat Charlton Athletic 2-1 on Friday. Ike Ugbo 
levelled the visitors’ opener, with Taylor-Crossdale 
proving to be a scorer of some note by netting the 
winner.
